are different every Sunday 
and on other days as well. 
Listen to what the Priest is 
saying, and stand up very 
straight for the Gospel. 


A special prayer or prayers 
for the day, to ‘“‘collect’’ up 
all our thoughts and bring 
them to God. 


The EPISTLE 


is a-LETTER 

written by one of the 
Apostles to the Early 
Christians. 


S. Paul wrote many of 
his letters in prison. 


Sometimes instead of the Epistle 
there is a Lesson from one of the 
Old Testament Prophets who 
prepared the way for Jesus. - 
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Listen carefully to the 
GOSPEL. It is about 
the sayings and deeds 
of Our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and will teach 


us the way to Heaven. 


Before the Gospel say: 
Glory be to Thee, O Lord. 


After the Gospel say: 
Praise be to Thee, O Christ.

Last of all, ask God to 
bless you and _ help 
you to be faithful to 
Him all your life.

O LAMB OF GOD 


Jesus is called the 
Lamb of God because 
He isthe Lamb that God 
Himself provided as a 
Sacrifice for our sins. 


Pray to Jesus now present on the Altar 


“O Lamb of God, that takest 
away the sin of the world, have 
mercy upon me.” 
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THE PRIEST'S 
COMMUNION. 


(The bell rings 3 times) 
Pray for the Priest at the Altar, 
that he may always serve God 
and His Church faithfully. 
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PEOPEE’S 
COMMUNION. 


If some are receiving Jesus 
in Holy Communion, pray for 
them, and welcome Jesus to 
your own heart 


“O come to my heart, Lord Jesus ! 
There is room in my heart for Thee.” 
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THE 


POST-COMMUNION 
COLLECTS. 


(“POST” means “AFTER’’) 


Sometimes the Priest ‘‘collects’’. 
up all our prayers again. 


The PRAYER of 
THANKSGIVING. 


(say) 
“Thanks be to Thee, Lord Jesus, 


For all the pains and insults Thou hast 
borne for me; 


For all the benefits Thou hast won for me: 


O Holy Jesus, most merciful 
Redeemer, Friend and Brother, 


May | know Thee more clearly, 
Love Thee more dearly, 
And follow Thee more nearly.”’ 
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Make the Sign of the 
Cross when the Priest 
blesses you. 


Jesus sends us back to our homes 
and to our work with His blessing: 


‘Lo, | am with you always’. 
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ROK HN, 
The LAST | 
GOSPEL. 


Sometimes the Priest reads what S. John 
says about Jesus, the Son of God.’ 
Bow your knee to thank Him for 
coming into the world. 


‘“O God, thank you for 
letting me worship You. 
| am sorry if | did not 
attend all the time.” 


We can thank Him best by 
showing a new kind of love 
(the Love of Jesus) to each 
other, especially at home.
